New York, July 8.—As if in answer 


to Frank Holt’s last warning, that a 


“ship at sea should sink, God willing, 
on the 7th,” there came last night a 
wireless message, made public today, 
from Captain Claiet, of the Atlantic 
transport 
line 
steamer Minnehaha, 
telling his ship was afire, 570 miles 
southeast of Halifax. 
The fire was caused by an explo­ 
sion, according to a wireless message 
received at 12:40 p. in. today. At that 
time it was said the fire had been 
mastered. 
The ship had sufficient ammunition 
aboard to sink her should the flames 
reach it . It is not known whether the 
fire originated from a bomb explo­ 
sion or not. 
Captain Claret’s message said the 
fire was in No. 3 hold and w’as not 
serious. The ammunition aboard was 
stored aft at an appreciable distance 
from this hold . No passengers were 
aboard. 
Her crew was approximate 
Iv IOO. 
She w’as at her pier here about a 
w*eek ago taking on a cargo before 
sailing 
for 
London, 
July 
4. 
Holt 
made his attempt on the life of J. P.

8.—The United 
States government today took 
over 


the Sayville, L. I., wireless station, 
the only remaining privately operated 
direct 
means 
of communication be­ 
tween the United States 
and 
Ger­ 
many. 
Secretary Daniels announced that 
Captain Bullard, 
naval 
wireless Ex­ 
pert, has been placed in charge there. 
Secretary Daniels today Issued this 
statement: 


“It is understood that the Sayville 
radio station had made application to 
the secretary of commerce for a li­ 
cense. 
The license w’as denied and 
the secretary of the navy was so in­ 
formed, w ho directed Captain Bullard 
as the expert of the department, to 
take 
over 
and operate the station. 
Captain Bullard reached New 
York 
this morning and w’ill confer with the 
owners of the station as to details of 
its operation. There will be no change 
so far as the public is concerned. All 
messages will be accepted for trans­ 
portation 
as 
heretofore. 
The only 
difference will be that naval opera­ 
tors, instead of commercial employes, 
will man the keys. 
The charges col­ 
lected by the navy will be paid the 
ow’ning company. 
“Today’s action was taken under an 
executive order issued by President 
Wilson giving the navy authority to 
take over one or more stations and 
was issued because of alleged viola­ 
tion of neutrality by the company *a 
operators. 
It is charged that when 
the censors left the wireless rooms 
fo r-a minute or two unneutral mes­ 
sages were sent out.” 
The wireless station at Tuckerton 
N. J., was taken over last Septem b^ 
bv 
the 
government. 
Both station* 
are now able to communicate direct­ 
ly with Germany. It is said in naval 
quarters that there has been a con­ 
viction that German submarines were 
able fo receive messages from Say­ 
ville'. It is claimed this could not be 
ascertained 
definitely 
unless

navy’s own officers were in charge.

All of Ills life he had been a leader 
in the ranks of the local democracy,

helpless by being almose totally blind 
and by infirmities attendant to old 
age, he Was active up to the very 
time his illness became critical. 
For -lie past year he had, in addi­ 
tion to his official duties as' justice 
of the peace, been putting forth his 
best personal ^ efforts in advocating 
the erection of a new jail for Pettis 
county. 
In this work he not only 
gave his time, but spent a part of 
the fees he received in furthering the 
move. 
Judge Rickman was born in Sussex 
county, England, December 22, 1840 
He was a grandson of A 
son of Edward Rickman. 
He came 
to America with his father in 1846, 
following the death of his mother, and 
resided at Rochester, N. Y., up to 
the time of his father’s death, in 1865. 
It was in Rochester that he receiv­ 
ed his early education: 
and 
when 
quite young, being forced to earn his 
own livelihood, he worked on a farm. 
Preceding 
his 
father’s death, in 
1861, Judge Rickman made a trip to 
England for a visit, returning to New 
York four months later. He arranged 
a trip tq San Francisco, Cal., shortly 
after his return, by the way of the 
Isthmus of Panama. 
On reaching the Pacific slope he 
engaged in hydraulic mining, but hav­ 
ing a roving disposition and a desire 
to see more of the world, he took pas­ 
sage on a sailing vessel, “Constance,” 
to Auckland, New Zealand.

This letter, 
which Holt must have written before 
he attempted suicide early yesterday 
morning, when the pencil with which 
he tried to sever an artery was taken 
from 
him, 
was addressed “To My 
Dears,” and follows: 
“I must write 
once 
more.

the uselessness of living under cir­ 
cumstances such as these. 
Bring up 
the dear babies in the love of God 
and man. 
God bless you, my sweet. 
Affectionately—Frank. 
“P. S.—All please pardon me for all 
the heartaches I have brought you. 
Pray with me that the slaughter will 
stop. My heart breaks. Goodbye.”

If ninety-day corn can be secured 
and planted at once on good ground, 
fair fodder or silage might reasonably 
be expected front it, but it is more 
or less doubtful whether it would pro­ 
duce corn of reasonable value. 
One 
difficulty with planting corn so late 
in the season is that it is worked upon 
so badly by insect pests that our ef­ 
forts are often attended with disap­ 
pointment. 
It 
should be 
remembered that a 
well prepared seed bed in a fertile 
soil is one of the primary things nec­ 
essary for a good crop . If the seed 
bed is not well worked down and in 
good condition .and extreme dry wea­ 
ther follows, the chances are that the 
seed would not 
properly 
germinate 
and good results could not be expect­ 
ed of any emergency crop. 
If any of the crops are sown that 
require cultivation, some 
tool 
that 
will work the ground shallow w*ill be 
the best. 
If the ground is prepared 
with the disk only, the disking should 
be followed very quickly 
with 
the 
seeding, or the crab grass and fox 
tail will give a great deal of annoy­ 
ance, especially if the weather should 
remain wret. 
Cowpeas and soybeans may be cul­ 
tivated with a harrow after they are 
four or five inches high. In the event 
that we can do the work in time when 
the weather is vefy warm 
and 
the 
ground dry, we will do little harm to 
the plants if we slant the teeth well 
back, say about 45 degrees, and al­ 
ways being careful to keep the teeth 
free from trash of any sort. The cul­ 
tivation of the soybean especially by 
this method has proven very satisfac- 


tory. 
* Tt is sometimes desired to sow* both 
cowpeas or soybeans 
and 
sorghum, 
and a method that is sometimes em­ 
ployed is to sow* the beans perhaps 
from one to three or four days ahead 
of the sorghum, drilling them in rows 
the width of corn planter tracks, then 
by drilling the sorghum with a one- 
horse grain drill or with an ordinary 
drill, removing enough hoes that the 
beans would not be disturbed. 
The 
beans sown at the same time with 
sorghum will come up first, but in a 
very little while the sorghum will out­ 
grow* the beans 
and 
very 
largely 
smother them out. For this reason, a 
good idea where possible is to give 
the beans a few* days’ start.

Another Bond Issue Now 


Is Being Agitated. 


The Kansas City Times of July 6 
had the following dispatch of local in­ 
terest from Sedalia: 
Three years ago, when Pettis coun­ 
ty was considering a vote of $200,000 
to be expended in the building of six­ 
ty miles of rock road, a banker of 
this city was asked what would be 
the actual dollar and cent effect up­ 
on the farms in the Twelve-Mile road 
district of which this is the center.

□Id Administration building in the vil­ 
lage of Culebra will tilde into the 
canal prism. 
A thorough survey of the entire sec- 
’ion has just been completed and it 
has been discovered that. high up on 
the hillside many 
(minions 
figures 
have opened, which indicate that prac­ 
tically the entire section will ultim ate­ 
l y have to be removed from the chan- 
I ne! by the dredges. 
Tao section ex- 
fends for approximate! v - 2,500 
feet 
parallel to the canal and for about 
1,500 feet back from the canal axis. 
The section is known as Old Cule­ 
bra Slide, because here occurred the 
first great slide in the canal, which 
caused many persons to fear that the 
waterv.ax could never be finished. 
The present movement, however, 
has been very slow, although a short 
time ago it was discovered that a 
more rapid motion had set in. 
The 
engineers declare the entire move­ 
ment is wholly a surface one, which 
will not precipitate a large quantity 
of debris into the canal.

The prosperity of a state depends 
largely upon good roads. 
They mean 1 
cheaper transportation, better living j 
conditions, and happier homes. Quick 
communication ranks as the great fac­ 
tor in the universal dissemination of j 
knowledge. Wher^ good roads abound j 
sectionalism cannot exist. 
The desire for good roads ’reading to 
a city that those with automobiles 
could have a greater pleasurable tour­ 
ing radius first brought the matter 
prominently to the fore as a good 
roads movement with automobile back j 
ing. 
Gradually the farmer, antagonistic 1 
at first, began to take an interest. 
With good roads and an automobile 
he could cut down the three hour trip 
to town to perhaps thirty minutes 
Good 
roads 
brought 
the 
doctor 
quickly—at a time when minutes were 
precious. 
Good roads and an automo­ 
bile took the family to town in the 
evening, something unheard of before, 
or to visit a friend or relative iii a 
distant part of the county. 
When 
farmers learned that other farmers 
were doing these thiags, that good 
roads a«id automobiles made them pos­ 
sible, fhen they, too, desired good 
roads for their own county. 
By means of the telephone 
anc 
quick motor truck delivery the farritci 
is now able to top the market. 
He 
can rush his produce to market at th* 
right moment to command the best 
price. But he could not do it were his 
roads not well built and in good re­ 
pair. Consequently tile farmer is now 
most active in the agitation for good 
roads and jealous of any legislative 
power delegated to irresponsible au­ 
thorities. 
While in time every road should be 
a good road, yet all the work cannot 
be done at once. 
Therefore the au­ 
thorities 
who 
are 
building 
roads 
should see that each one is linked to 
another to make continuous highways. 
The advantage of this lies in the fact 
that the main arteries of travel will 
then first receive the attention of the 
good roads builders. 
It will also fa­ 
cilitate touring, in itself a valuable 
asset for any community. 
It is interesting to note that in 191J 
Ohio had the largest mileage of im- 
. proved roads of any state in the Union 
with 28,312 miles. 
Indiana was sec­ 
ond and New York third. 
Illinois was 
seventh with 9,000 miles. 
While New 
York can claim the greatest progress 
in road building from 1909 to 1912, 
having built nearly 10.000 miles in 
that time, I feel that the work Cali­ 
fornia is now* doing probably puts that 
state In the lead. I have just returned 
from California and am amazed at th*

Only a little extra lime and skill are 
required to m arket plums and apples 
properly. If they reach the m arket 
poorly graded and bruised or in dirty, 
broken packages, they cannot com­ 
mand good prices. 
Every farm paper 
advertises the clean, neat packages 
necessary to show 
fruits advanta­ 
geously. 
Pick with care. 
Don’t wait for 
plums to soften or apples to become 
mealy. 
They should be well colored 
and large, but still firm. 
A soft plum 
will not stay up in the m arket and 
neither will the price. Fall apples may 
be picked when full size is reached 
without regard to color, or the color 
may be allowed to develop if desired, 
but the fruit must not be allowed to 
soften or drop if it is to be handled 
profitably. 
Discard all bruised, stung or mis­ 
shapen plums and grade as No. I those 
of good color, aud as No. 2 those in­ 
ferior in coloring. 
Sort according to 
size, so that every package is uniform 
throughout in size of plums which it 
contains. The same suggestions apply 
to apples, especial care being taken to 
discard those that are wormy, scabby, 
bruised, or stung. Uniformity in color 
and size of fruit and size of package, 
combined with neatness and cleanli­ 
ness of package, will add greatly to 
the m arket price of the fruit.

In a new Farmers* Bulletin, No. 679, 
it is stated that the danger from the 
house fly must be brought more forci­ 
bly home to the people before health 
officers can do eflecti\e work. By the 
expenditure of sufficient pains, any 
on<* 
individual 
may 
prevent 
flies 
breeding on his premises, but this 
will not rid him of the danger from 
flies if bis neighbors are careless. 
There is, however, no excuse at 
t h ' present time for permitting flies 
to breed in anything like the numbers 
in which they have done in the past. 
The vast majority of flies develop 
from eggs which are laid 
in 
horse 
manure, and there are two simple 
ways of destroying the larvae, as the 
young insects or maggots, which hatch 
from the eggs are called. 
Sprinkling 
the manure heap with a solution pre­ 
pared by adding % pound of powdered 
hellebore to IO gallons of water will 
destroy, according to recent experi­ 
ments, from 88 to 99 
per cent of 
the larvae in the manure, 
lf this is 
no- done, the use of a simple maggot 
trap will prove equally effective. 
Bv 
experiments carried on by tho Bureau 
of Entomology of the United States 
Department of Agriculture 
at 
the 
Maryland Agriculture college, it was 
found (hat the trap used there de­ 
stroyed fully 99 per cent of all the 
maggots or larvae breeding in a given 
lot of manure.

Where borax is used foV the preven­ 
tion of flies, therefore, no more than 
one pound should be employed for 
every 16 cubic feet of manure, and 
this manure should not be used at 
a greater rate than 15 tons to the 
acre.

There it was found that it 
destroyed 99 lier cent of the larvae 
breeding in the manure and that the 
number of flies around the college 
kuchen was reduced by between 67 
and 76 per cent. 
That the reduction 
in the number of flies was not equal 
to ihe percentage of larvae destroyed 
was due to the fact that there were 
other piles of untreated manure else­ 
where in the vicinity and that flies 
bred in these.

dwellings. A single female lays eggs, 
at ’east two and possibly’ four, times 
in Hie course of its life and averages 
probably 120 eggs on 
each occasion. 
I These eggs usually 
hatch 
in 
less 
than 24 hours. Indeed, under favora­ 
ble conditions 
maggots 
may issue 
from them in eight 
hours. 
These 
maggots grow 
rapidly, 
molting for 
the first time within a day after they 
are hatched. A day later they molt a 
second time, and two or three days 
afterward enter the 
stage of pupa­ 
tion. Thus, the total length of their 
life as larvae ranges from four to five 
days, but this period may be greatly 
prolonged by low temperature or by 
scarcity of focal. The pupal, or rest­ 
ing, stage I 'sts from three to ten 
days, although during hibernation it 
may be prolonged as 
long as from 
four to five months. Although it ap­ 
pears that between the time the eggs 
are laid and the time the rdult fly 
emerges, a period of from eight days 
upward elapses.

In selecting land for strawberry 
growing, avoid very sandy as well as 
very heavy and poorly drained soil. 
A medium loam that is deep and re­ 
tentive of moisture, yet well drained, 
will give best results. Sand soil with 
a southern exposure will produce an 
early crop, but is usually lacking in 
moisture when most needed, therefore 
requiring special attention in the way 
of irrigation and mulching. 
Cool, heavy soil with a northern ex­ 
posure should be selected lf a late 
crop is desired. 
Low land, if weH 
drained, may be used. Sod land is not 
desirable for two reasons. 
First, be­ 
cause of its poor physical condition, 
and second, danger of damage by the 
white grub, which is usually abundant 
on sod land and very destructive in a 
newly set strawberry field. 
Land that has been planted to hoed 
crops, to which liberal annual applica­ 
tions of stable manure have been ap­ 
plied for one or more years and kept 
free from we£d seeds by frequent cul­ 
tivations, may be considered as well

prepared for this crop. 
Further im­ 
provement in the case of heavy soil 
may be made by seeding to clover, 
following a harvest of peas, the clover 
to be plowed under the following 
sprjflg just before setting the straw ­ 
berry plants. 
^Thorough preparation of land in the 
way of plowing and harrowing w ill re­ 
pay all extra expense. 
If stable ma­ 
nure is to be applied to land that has 
been cropped the previous season it 
should be plowed deeply, the manure 
then spread and harrowed in. followed 
by a second plowing of medium depth 
aud a very thorough harrowing. 
By 
this method a fine preparation is 
given, while the manure is properly 
placed to feed the strawberry plants. 
which root deeply, rather than the 
ydung weeds.

of waste that should pass through the j cow. Sometimes this is done as a mat- 


Some Farmers Turn Calf Out With 
Cow as Matter of Convenience-— 
Effect Is Generally Ruinous. 


Many farmers who do not own hand 
cream separators, and several who do, 
frequently make a mistake in their 
management, of the cow and calf, 
where the calf is allowed to suck the 
cow. 
We know' of numerous instances in 
which some farmer, for some reason 
or other, turned the calf out with the 


bowels 
Constipation causes the cow to have 
fever which makes such a case really 
more serious. There is also a marked 
decrease in the milk flow, and often 
this is the first symptom that the farm­ 
er notices. 
The farmer or attendant 
should keep his eyes open and so feed 
as to maintain a normal state of 
health. The genuine live-stock man 
will know his individuals so well that 
he can tell at once if a single animal 
gets off feed. 
The best treatment is 
to remove the cause which gives rise 
to it The main cause is usually from 
feeding too long on nothing but dry 
bulk foods.

USEFUL LITTLE DAIRY HINTS 


Waste of Time and Feed to Breed 
Scrubs— Provide Supply of Clean 
W ater for the Calf. 


Do not waste your time and feed on 
scrubs, as they take just as much feed 
and time and do not give as much in 
return, either in quality or quantity, 
as the pure-bred stock. 
Do not feed calves hot milk. 
Do not feed the calf cold milk. It 
causes scours. 
Do not feed the calf sour milk. 
Do not forget that the calf needs 
salt even when he is very young. 
Do not forget to keep plenty of clean 
water for the calf to drink. It is bet­ 
ter to warm it in cold weather. 
Keep the calf in a clean, dry, warm 
place. 
For warts or rough scaly patches on 
the calf, rub on a mixture of sulphur 
and lard twice a day. 
For scours give castor oil, then 
break two or three eggs into a dish 
and beat them, put them in a bottle 
and give the calf as a drench, two or 
three times the first day or two. Also 
omit the calfs milk and grain for at 
least one feed, then feed him less than 
usual the next two or three feeds.

fourth share of $90,000, said to have 
been found twelve years 
ago in 
a 
chest buried on a farm near Siam, la. 
Huntsman, Scribner and the third de 
fendant, Anderson 
told 
the 
police, 
learned that Anderson had found the 
chest and took possession of it. 
Information made public last night 
at the office of the attorney general 
at Des Moines gave the history of the 
case, which has become traditional in 
this section. 
Five men are said to 
have belonged to the original gang of 
counterfeiters . They held ten acres 
adjoining the land now occupied by 
Anderson . In the fall of 1868, it Was 
said, members of the band attacked 
and killed a wealthy cattleman and 
his son, who had come to Iowa to buy 
land on which to start a cattle ranch. 
Since there were no banks in that 
vicinity in those days, he brought the 
money with him in a trunk. 
Buried Treasure on Farm. 
Investigators for the attorney gen­ 
eral’s office said last, night they had 
learned that the counterfeiters way­ 
laid the cattleman and his son, kill­ 
ed them and buried the treasure on 
Anderson’s farm. 
More 
than forty 
years later Anderson found the chest. 
Maria Collins, a child 
at the time 
of the murder, is said to have been 
a witness to the deed. She lived in a 
cabin on Anderson’s land. 
According to the story told by the 
residents, Jesse James and his band 
learned 
of 
the 
existence 
of 
the 
treasure and made a visit to Iowa in 
an attempt to find it, but failed.
